Could Prevent Strikes. 

„Boyle told me that he could arrange 
to prevent strikes,“ testified Mr. Hill, 
but he said’ it would cost us a lot of

The jury, which has been hearing wit- 
ness. after witness tell of having paid 
Boyle sums of money as bribes during 
the last week, sat up and regarded the 
principal defendant with a new interest 
when the details of the biggest bribe 
‘mentioned since the trial began was re- 
lated. Mr. Hill did not take the stand 
until late in the afternoon ahd will re- 
sume his testimony this morning. Pros- 
ecutor Hopkins asserted that other parts 
of Mr. Hill's story will be as startling as 
the $20,000 bribe testimony.
